Forming Artificial Pearl*. 


Pearls were valuable 
as gems In 


China as early as twerity.t.wo centuries 
before our era, and the Chinese hnd 
worked out u plan for the artificial 
formation of pearls about 700 years 
ago, which they have carried on ex- 
tensively. Largo numbers of oysters 
are collected and the shell gently open- 
ed to allow the Introduction of vari- 
ous foreign substances which are in- 
serted by means of a forked bamboo 
stick. 
These pellets ore generally 


mode of prepared mud, but may be 
bone, brass or wood. The oysters are 
then placed in shallow ponds connect- 
ed with canals and are nourished by 
tubs of night soil thrown In from time 
to time.

months to two years, depending upon 
tho size of the gem desired, these oys- 
ters are taken out of the shell, the 
pearls removed and the body of the 
niilmal eaten us food.

A 
handsome man, finely dressed, Douglas 
was the idol of the Democrats and al- 
ways made a favorable impression, con- 
trasting sharply 
with "Honest Abo 


Lincoln," who was tall, awkward and 
cared little for the minor niceties of 
dress. He rode, standing in an old pio- 
neer lumber wagon, his driver control- 
ling and guiding the six white horse* 
with a single line and the old-time 
"gee-haw" method from the back of 
the right wheel horse. While Douglas 
smiled and affably returned the cheers 
of 'Tiis admirers, Lincoln was serious 
and sober as he bowed in acknowledge- 
ment of the people's salutes. 


This Freeport debate, one of four be- 


tween these intellectual giants, all up- 
on the question of slavery, was of the 
gravest importance hiatciitally and has 
been preserved for this country by Rob- 
ert Hitt, John Hay and John Nicolay, 
while Churchill, the English novelist, 
has immortalized the dramatic incident 
in fiction. Lincoln opened the debate, 
asking just four critically important 
questions, not all of which Douglas, in 
his 
spirited 
rejoincr, 
could answer. 


Then at the last, Lincoln had the final 
half hour for clinching his arguments. 
The crowd s'tgod spell-bound at the sim- 
ple, strong eloquence of Lincoln, and 
the fate of the two men, if not the fat?, 
of the nation, was decided that day. 


Just before the talk Carroll Xye gave 


Lincoln"* Gettysburg address, and the 
wtory, from "The Tribute' to a Perfect 
Life" of its production and effect.
